THE CURE OF 


HEUMATIC GOUT (alias rheumatoid arthritis, 
| alias Arthritis deformans) is one of the most 
distressing, although by no means one of the most 
fatal, diseases which afflict mankind. Beginning 
generally in one hand, it first shows itself by swell- 
ing, with more or less inflammation of a joint. 
After a time this subsides, and then another joint 
is attacked. Then it transfers itself from the hand 
to, it may be, the foot or the knee, or (mostly in old 
people) to the hip. Always it leaves behind it a 
permanent increase in size, and more or less stiffen- 
ing of the joint attacked. So it goes on, taking one 
member after the other in irregular order, until it 
generally settles down in one place. Then the muscles 
of the part attacked begin to atrophy and grow 
smaller, while the swelling and stiffening of the joint 
increases. Thus we frequently see elderly people bent 
double, walking on crutches, or with a helpless arm 
or leg, who have suffered no accidental injury and 
youth were active and muscular.

The high-fre- 
quency current of electricity, pro- 
bably by the intense vibration 
which it excites in the molecules 
matter, is likely to have a 
markedly solvent effect on sub- 
stances like urates. The method 
known as cataphoresis or ionic 
medication, which enables the ions
